Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the limitations in the proposed claims with respect to the 
prior art rejections of record. Noted that while Jacobs *518 teaches, at col. 3. lines 15-24 and col. 7, lines 44-52, 
aspiration from sealed tips, it is unclear whether this teaching is sufficient to make obvious the instant aspiration station 
including an opening in a housing cover of a housing including tip retaining stations and drive mechanism. Also noted 
that while an autoanalyzer may conventionally have a tip stripping mechanism, the proposed limitation to locating the 
tip stripper in the tip housing cover may define over conventional ejection mechanisms. A careful review of the 
amendment and art of record, as well as further search would be required prior to a determination of patentability.. 
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
